should .sake out all right. As for the circulation on these exhibits of 
mine it is as follows; I usually send to you. Citizens Committee of 
Inquiry and to Mr. Garrison’s staff (usually through Torn Bethel 1) . If, 
however, there are others whom you think might possibly benefit f rom the 
exhibits, please let me know and I will do my best to supply them. 

Thanks for the copy of the AG’s statement. It will undoubtedly be helpful 
to ms in the future. 

I guess the biggest news that has happened of late oc cured about a week 
ago. I was approached by an associate of mine, Peter Lunniss, and some 
fellow associates of his. They would like me to attempt to write a book 
about the Sir " 1 a s case. I haven’t given them a firm answer as vet as I 
wanted to ask your opinion first. They have been quite helpful and really 
do believe that there is more involved with .similas thane meets the eye, 
something I guess we have known for quite some time. Thev even set ud 
an interview with Similas for me, and 1 met him(Similas ) on the evening 
of April 10th . The interview ran for slightly over 5 hours, at which time 
J gained an innumerable measure of new info and also mot a ratter mood 
idea of what type of man Similas is. Pvmrous new/ leads also have cropped 
up since the interview which have to be looked into up here in Canada. 

T really wouldn’t know/ quite where to begin a o tell you what was gleaned 
from the interview!/, but 1 will fry to list a few/ of the new/ and important 
points. Perhaps, wi fh time allowing; some day, I will get a transcript made 
from the tapes of the interview and send it to you . 

°imila s could not be pinned down as to where he definately stood at the 
time of the shooting. This may be a little hard to believe, but one must 
meet the man to fully appreciate the difficulty during the interview to 
attempt to question him. How/ever, after talking to him for some 5 hours 
my opinion has not changed. He was in Bealy Plaza, probably in the area 
of the Hou st on— Maim St. intersection. Prom verbal descriptions from 
Similas , his photo with in the window sounds verv similar to the Jack 
'leaver photo. P claims that he was standing near the Sfemmons Freewav 
sign at the time of the shooting. However if would be virtually impossible 
for him to have taken a photo from that area that would have included the 
6th floor TSBD . Also a check of the Willis 5th, Betzner and Altgens photo’s 
fail to reveal an individual resembling Similas in this area. Also with the 
Adoobus Hotel situated on Main St. it would seem quite likely that Similas 
walked down Main until he found a good spot near the Main-Houston intersect!- 
to photograph the parade. 

Similas himself is convinced that the individual who came to his home on 
Sunday the 24 Gh was not from the Telegram, m g reason for believing this 
is that there was no reason for the Telegram to return. A man, presumably 
Colin Davies had been the day before a.nd had taken what Similas said were 
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b ne majority of* his R 6 a 1 y P 1 a z a p Pi o t o ' s. The ma.n re turn! ng r >, @ second time 
appeared to have an overly zealous interest in what Similas knew of’ Jack 
Ruoy and what he had photographed in R u h y ' s club* iie believe this man was 
definately 731 or PGUP who got wind from the Telegram that Similas had been 
to Ruby's end perhaps, more importantly, had actually taken photo's in Ruby's 
club on the evening of Kov. 21st. The story run by the Telegram on Nov. 

25th was probably just a formality fabricated by the police agencies. The 
$50 was probably nothing more than conscience money. I believe that the 
decisions made for both these thi.ngs probably also came from hisrhei 
the Telegram chain. This world explain the lack of a record of thi : 

Telegram and also the fact that no one present on the staff todav knows 
nothing mo^e about this than the apparent "loss”, borne people did not even 
know the photo's had been lost until I drew it to there attention! 
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Therefore, my main conclusion beginning to take sRaoe, is that the agencies 
were more troubled by the pact of what Similas may have photographed in 
Ruby's club thaii anything else . They (the 731) probably thought that they 
had obtained all the pertinent photo's arid info from Similas when they 
had the photo's from the Telegram and what they themselves obtained on Nov 
24th. However, when they got wind of the Liberty magazine articles some 
B months later. Hoover probably almost had a heart at tack 1 1 Here was Simula 
back again writing about his photo's and claiming he was going to expose 
the fact of 2 in the window, "lost" negatives, etc. etc. That was just too 
much to take!!! A man was quickly dispatched to Canada, and, with the help 
of the R CMP , a second "loss" was initiated. This was, of course, the second 
Liber ty magazine galley proof and photo's. The first article couldn't be 
stopped as it was already on the new stands . 


This, therefore, is the picture that is beginning to take shape in my mind. 
That do you think of it? I would like your opinion. There is a lot more work 
to be done up here, but T think this is essentially what really happened 
to Similas. 


Just a couple of rolnord’ things before I go. I learned from Similas that not 
only the second galley proof was taken from Liberty, but something of much 
greater importance. 7/hen Similas was interviewed by Ken Armstrong, he 
turned over to Armstrong everything that he ( similas ) had Is ft in his 
possession. This i eluded photo* s. Tetters, newspaper clippings etc. One of 
the photo's was run in the first Liberty magazine article. There is no 
mention of this in the Ar strong interview'^ just the fact that Similas gave 
them "some pictures". True, Similas also promised to send the photo with 
2 in the window , but he hoped to get those back from the Tele gram. However 
he w a simply told that the* 7 " were still "lost" and had rot been found veto 
'"hen Liberty folded, Similas went for his property. But, alas, like the 
Telegram, the whole Similas file was missing!!! There fore, it would 
appear that the FBI hit a gold-mine . With this Similas file they % now had 
everything that similas ever had in his possession. This explains Similas' s 
evasiveness now with people like Sprague, yourself and myself. The man 
simply has nothing left to offer. Re has been stripped clean by the gov't 
agencies of Canada and the II. S. , under the pretense of "lost" articles.
